THE SETTLERS WIN. 


Decision by the Secretary of 
the Interior, 


Railway Not Entitletl to Indemnity 
for Lands. 


A Million and a Half Acres Affected 
by the Ruling, 


Senator Riddleberger Tries His Hand at Twisting 
the British Lion’s Caudai— Pensions and 
Politics Discussed in the House 
—Wa-hington Notes.

WASHINGTON, Auy. 2.—[By the Associ- 
ciated Press.| The Secretary of the In- 
terior today rendered a decision in the 
somewhat celebrated case of the Northern 
Pacific Railroad Company against Guilford 
Miller. The Secretary holds briefly that 
when the map of the main line was filed 
and accepted in 1870 the general route was 
fixed, and the statutory withdrawal under 
section 6 of the granting act became oper- 
ative.» The statutory withdrawal having 
once been put in operation, could not again 
be exercised, its authority being exhausted, 
The central route being once fixed, it could 
not be amended or changed except by legis- 
lative authority. As no such authority was 
given, the attempt to change the general 
route by the map of 1872 was 
without authority of law. As Mil- 
ler’s land was not within the limits 
of the statutory withdrawal under 
the lawful map of 1870, it remained public 
land, subject to settlement, notwithstand- 
ing the filing of the map of 1872, and the at- 
tempted withdrawal of the land by the 
Commissioner of the General Land Office. 
The Secretary holds that section 6 of the 
granting act to the company abso lutely pro- 
hibits the withdrawal by the Executive of 
lands on the line of the road from the op- 
eration of the homestead and preémption 
laws, and that, in attempting to make with- 
drawal of lands for indemnity purposes, the 
Commissioner did that which was prohib- 
ited, 

The railroad company selected Miller’s 
land as indemnity for lands lost within the 
Yakima Indian reservation, but the Secre- 
tary Says that, inasmuch as the Supreme 
Court said in Butt’s case that the fee- 
simple title to lands within an Indian res- 
ervation passed by grant to the 
company, subject to the right of 
occupancy by the Indians, the company is 
not entitled to indemnity for lands within 
said reservation and which have passed to 
it by its grant, The effect of this decision 
is far-reaching, and will affect about 800 
cases now pending in the c-ntrai land 
office, and probably the ciaims of many set- 
tleres which have not reached it. The de- 
nial of the right of the company to indem- 
pity for lands within the Yakima Lndian 
reservation is said to be equaliy applicable 
to other Indian reservations along the line 
of the road, and will have the effect of re- 
ducing the indemnity claims of the com- 
pany very largely, probably to the extent of 
1,500,000 acres. About 200 cases now in the 
centrai land office will be affected by this 
decision,

FIFTIETH CONGRESS. 


WASHINGTON (D.C.), Aug, 2.—[By. the 
Associated Press.] Senate.—In the Senate 
the presiding officer announced the appoint- 
ment of the select committee under Mr. 
Hoar’s resolution on commerce and business 
between the United States and Canada, as 
follows: Senators Hoar, Allison, Hale, 


‘Dolph, Pugh, Eustis and Blodgett. 


A conference committee was ordered on 
the Nava! Appropriation Bill, and Senators 
Hale, Farwell and Beck were appointed 
conferees ou the part of the Senate. 

A resolution instructing the Committee 
on Indian Affairs to continue the investiga- 
tion into Indian matters, with authority to 
visit indian reservations, was reported and 
agreed to. 

Mr. Platt offered a resolution (which was 
adopted) calling on the Commissioner of 
Patents for information as to the default of 
Levi Bacon, late financial clerk of the Pat- 
ent Office. 

Mr. Beck moved to proceed to the consid- 
eration of the bills on the calendar in regu- 
lar order. 

Mr. Sherman moved to proceed to the 
consideration of the fisheries treaty in open 
executive session. 

The latter motion was agreed to—yeas, 24; 
nays, 22 (a strict party vote); and the fish- 
eries treaty was taken up, the question be- 
ing on Mr. Morgan’s motion to postpone its 
further consideration till, December next. 

Mr. Riddieberger made an exhaustive 
speech against the treaty, and deelared that 
the Republican party was opposed to its 
ratification, and the Democratic party was 
in favor of it. 

Mr. Riddleberger arraigned the Adminis- 
tration and the Democratic party which 
backed it as a pro-English organization, and 
proceeded to read extracts from English pe- 
riodicals to’ prove that the Mills Bill and 
the President’s tariff message were in the 
direction of free trade, and that the present 
electoral contest was a conflict between free 
trade and protection and nothing else... He 
read an extract from a speech of S. 8. Cox 
in the House, speaking of protectionists as 
robbers, rascals and plunderers, and said he 
was not surprised at that when he read the 
book published by the same gentleman 

ears ago entitled Buckeye Abroad,” 
n which such sentences as these occurred: 
“Old England, God bless her! With tears 
in my eyes | beseech Heaven’s best blessing 
upon her. I remember her only, as the land 
ot noble deeds and generous hearts,” “1 
hope that the Pope will create no cardinals 
for America. ‘The ill success attending the 
Wiseman experimentin England will pre- 
vent the Pope from creating any cardinals 
in Protestant countries.”” He (Mr. Riddle- 
berger) did not propose to introduce reli- 
gion into the question of politics, but he 
proposed to show what free-trade Democrats 
were. He knew that Mr. Cox in the 
liouse of Representatives had pleaded the 
“paby act’? in reference to that book, 
and he supposed he would plead dotage in 
reference to Lis late utterances, Referring 
to the subject of the treaty, he declared: 
“We will never be a mational government 
until we have whipped. England for the 
third time. Our boasted Monroe doctrine is 
being annulled and wiped from the face of 
the earth, and we find the gentlemen on 
ihe other side ot the chamber saying that 
we must arbitrate or we must fight.” 

Mr. Morgan spoke at some length in sup- 

port of the treaty, Commenting on the 


statement in the majority report that the 
time for negotiation had passed, Mr. 
Morgan criticised itasa piece of “outrage 
and presumption” and said that the Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations had no more a 
right to instruct the President to cease ne- 
gotiations than it had to require him to re- 
sign his office. He also spoke of the com- 
mittee’s appeal to the British Government 
as a piece of unaccountable presumption 
and of alfectation of authority and dignity on 
the part of this committee in setting itself 
up to advise the British Cabinet. He 
paraphrased the clusing paragraph in the 
report in this manner: “We beg, Your 
Majesty,that you will not take this abortion, 
which the President of the United States 
has negotiated with your commissioners 
and its rejection, as being evidence of hos- 
tile purpose on the part of the United 
States; but that you will proceed in such a 
way that our fishermen shall have full 
commercial privileges and enjoy the same 
rights and advantages in your Canadian 
ports that your fishermen enjoy in ours.’ 

“To say nothing of the presimption of 
it,” he said, “look at the humiliation of that 
committee asking the British Queen for 
favors after rejecting the treaty on the 
grounds that she was no longer entitled to 
have negotiations in respect to jt.” Mr. 
Morgan went on to give further free trans- 
lations of the paragraph: 

“Our offense, as you will please to under- 
stand it, is not against your Royal Majesty 
atail,or Your Majesty’s government. It. 
is against Grover Cleveland. We want to 
give hima wipe, anda very serious one, 
and we have done that by denouseing him | 
as a presumptueus negotiator of a treaty 
in the face of our law making it his aS = 
employ retaliation. We have done it; 
have flattened him out, and turn now yt 
Your Majesty and assure Your Majesty 
humbly that we did not mean any oflense 
toward you.” 

Mr. Morgan ccntinued: “This little 
political finesse, this attempt to cast odium 
and a siur upon the Presidentof the United 
States and then to turn around to the 
Queen of Great Britain and beg her for 
favors, is one of the most humiiiating atti- 
tudes that any great committee ever touk. 
It is reguiar toadyism to British power. I 
do not think a record of that sort was éver 
made before, and I challenge the majority 
of members of the Committee on Foreign 
Relations to explain why they put that ad- 
dress to the British crown at the conclusion 
of their report. it is an act of , Presumptu- 
ous impertinence, That is all.” 

Several bills were passed, including the 
Senate bill providing for an additional as- 
sociate justice of the Supreme Court of 
W voming. 

Adjourned. 

House.—The House proceeded to the con- 
sideration of the Senate amendments to the 
Army Appropriation Bill, and they were 
non-concurred in and a conference ordered, 
The House then went into Committee of 
oe Whole on the Deficiency Appropriation 

In speaking toa formal amendment, Mr. 
Hovey ef Indiana replied to the speech pub- 
lished in the Congressional Reeord of Sun- 
day las ast, purporting to have been delivered 
in the House on the preceding Saturday by 
Representative Matson of Indiana on the 
subject of pensions, “It was not neces- 
sary,” said Mr. Hovey, “to remind the cen- 
tlemen that no such speech had evet been 
delivered.” Mr. Hovey then proceeded to 

make an exceedingly lively attack on the 
Democratic pension policy and President 
Cleveland. 

Mr. Hovey said that the gentleman had 
labored to show thatthe Democratic- p rty | 
was, and had been, the friend of ex-soidiers 
of the United States. In that hereulean 
task it was no wonder that the gent.eman 
preferred to print his speeches in the Ree- 
ord rather than to meet with prompt replies 
to his bold assertions. There could not be 
found an inte!ligent man who did not fully 
know and understand the attitude of the 
respective parties on this subject, and that 
the Democratic party from the President 
down was strongly opposed to all pension 
legislation; that there had been a studied 
and systematic course taken by the Dem- 
ocrats of the House against all general 
pension legislation pos not be honestly 
denied. He criticised the Committee on 
Rules for not reporting a resolution assign- 
ing a day for the consideration of pen- 
sion legislation, and he declared 
that the petitions and prayers of 
thousands of soldiers remained un- 
read and disregarded. The history of 
legislation presented no parallel to this out- 
rage onthe people. The Democrats did not 
dare to vote on these general pension bills, 
because they knew that every northern 


Democrat who voted against them would 
sound own death kneil, They knew 
that th would be in dangerof a veto 


either from their President or their con- 
stituents, 

He then proceeded to argue that the Mills 
Bill, should it become a law, would destroy 
all hopes that the soldiers might have of 


pension legislation. There would be no 
surplus on hand wherewith to pay pensions. 
He analyzed severa: of the President’s ve- 


toes to substantiate the deciaration that in 
each of them the President virtually ac- 
cused the claimants and witnesses of per- 
jury. If Cleve'and were not shielded by his 
Presideutial mantie, an ,action for libel 
could be maintained against him in any 
court ot justice. In conciusion, he daclared 
that the Kepublican party was the party of 
the soldier, and that the speech of his col- 
league could not convince thei to the con- 
trary. 

Mr. McKinney of New Hampshire de- 
fended the President against the charge of 
being an enemy of the soldiers. He had 
during his term of office signed 1264 private 
bills against 1524 signed by all Repuub- 
lican Presidents from Lincoln to Arthur. 
He sigued bills, carrying general pension 
legislation, which applied to 144,560 per- 
sons, 

Mr. Cutcheon declared that every man, 
woman and child whose names were on the 
pesion rolis owe their position to the Ke- 
publican party, and nota name bad been 
added by the Democratic party except of 
these persons whose names had beeu re- 
stored to the rolls after participation in re- 
bellion against the Government. 

The debate then turned upon the tariff 
uestion and rebel battle flags. Without 
further action the Committe rose and the 
House adjourned. 


The Remains of Campbell 
Int rred at Pittsburgh. 

PrirrspuRGH, Aug. 2.—! By the Associated 
Press.| The remains of the famous play- 
wright, Bartley Campbell, arrived from 
New York this morning and were interred 
in St. Mary’s Cemetery a few hours later. 
The body was first taken to St. Paul’s Ca- 
thedral, where the casket was epened and 
the thousands of friends who had gathered 
to pay a last tribute to the popular journal- 
istand dramatist were given an opportu- 
vity to look upon his face for the last time. 

Services were conducted by Rev. Father 
Wall, rector of the Cathedral, after which 
the body was conveyed to the ceme- 
tery. There were no distinguished people 
connected with the theatrical profession 
present, although a number of handsome 


-floral tributes showed that the deceased ‘vas 


not forgotten. The pall-bearers were Wi/l- 
iam Ramsey of the Globe, John A. Hazlett 
and W. W. Fullwood of the Leader, C E, 
Locke of the Press and T. P. Case, formerly 
of the Commercial Gazette, all old news- 
paper. men who had been long and inti- 
mately acquainted with the dead dramatist.

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CAUGHT AT LAST. 


A Murderer Apprehended 
After Many Years. 


Dick See, Who Killed Bill Duncan in 
1871, Behind Bars. 


A Clever Piece of Detective Work by 
Jailer H. M. Russell. 


Story of the Tragedy, Which Created a Sensation 
at the Time It Occurred—The Man ig 
Jail at Eli nsburgh, Wash., on 
Another Charge. 


Jailer Henry M. Russell has just brought 
toa successful conciusion one of the best 
pieces of detective work ever done in the 
county, which will result in bringing to 
justice a man who committed a murder in 
this county 17 years ago. All old settlers 
will recollect the killing of Lill Duncan by 
Dick See, which occurred at Old Gallatin, 


about 12 miles from Los Angeles, in the 
| fall of 1871, The facts in the case are about 
as follows: 


See and Duncan were neighbors, and met 
one night in Turner’s saloon in Gallatin, 
when they began playing ecards. During 
the progress of the game the two men got 
into some dispute and were about to fight, 
when they were separated, See leaving the 
saloon and Duncan remainipg in the room, 
(eoing to his home, about two miles distant, 
See got his double-barreled shotgun, which 
was loaded with birdshot, and, drawing 
the charges, reloaded the weapon with 
buckshot and returned to Gallatin. Going 
directiy to the saloon, be pushed epen the 
door with the barrel of the gun, and, cover- 
ing Dunean, fired both barrels at bim at 
close range, literally riddiing him with 
shot, There were a number of persons in 
the saloon who saw the affair, but in the 
darkness and contusion, it being then 
about 11 o’clock at night, See made his es- 
cape. Duncan died almust instantly, and 
alter a few weeks, the matter dropped and 
nothing was done toward capturing the 
murderer, although it continued to be 
talked about by the peopie. ~ 

About three years ago, when Mr. Russell 
was elected Constable at Downey, some of 
the old residents of the neighborhood told 
him about the tragedy, and, among other 
things, gave him to understand that they 
believed tat See was alive, and was still on 
this coast. There was only the slightest 
clew on which to work, but Russell took up 
the case, which he has tollowed up to the 
present time. After considerable trouble 
the right trail was struck. It was learned 
that after the killing, See had hid about 
Gallatin for a few days, when he had gone 
to San Luis Obispo, where he changed his 
name to Bennett Jackson, under which he 
bas since gone. He did not remain in San 
Luisa great while, but aiter the excite- 
ment had died out, he proceeded up the 
coast. ‘There was not the same means of 
communication. in those days that there are 
now, aud for a long time all trace of him 
About a year ago, however, lus- 
sell again located his man, this time at Win- 
nemucea, Nev., where he was living with 
his family and run iing a restaurant, still 
under the name of Bennett Jackson. Mr. 
Russell at once communicated with the of- 
ticers at that place, but somehow the matter 
leaked out, either through the carelessness 
of the officers, or the scheme was given 
away, and See again skipped out, leavin 
his famniby benind him. When Mr. Russe 
went east a short time ago, he stopped over 
at Winnemucea, and again got on the mur- 
derer’s trail. He put the machinery in;motion 
for his capture, and continued his journey, 
On his reiurn heagain took up the Case, 
and at last located See at Ellensburgh, 
Washington Territory. Mr. Russell at onee 
entered into correspondence with the offi- 
cers at that piace, and has received a le tter 
from Sheriff Packwood of Kittilas county, 
saying that he had his in jail at Ellens- 
burgh, but that he could“Mot surrender him 
until the September tern of court, as he 
was heid under a charge of assault at that 
place, he having brutally berten a man ina 
fizht. Sheriff Packwood says, however, 
that he will hold him securely, and Mr. 
Russel! will go up to Washington Territory 
him back a8 Soon as the court 


pas this murder took place 17 years 
ago, there are a number of persons in this 
city who were in the saloon when Dunean 
was shot down, and saw the whole affair. 
In fact, it is said that every material wit- 
ness in the case is still living, and there 
will be no difticulty in securing a convic- 
tion. Duncan’s widow and two sons are 
living at Green Meadows, where one of the 
sons has a family. lt is altogether a strange 
case, and shou'd See be breught back and 
convicted of his crime, it will finish up a 
great piece of criminal work on the part of 
Mr. Russell.

SEVENTH DAY OF HIS TRIAL 
IN THE SUPERIOR COURT. 


Witnesses for Defense Give Their 

Defendant Trelis 
a Straight Story About the Stolen 
*Articies Given Him By Elton. 


The trial of Detective A. J. Lucas was 
resumed before Judge Cheney at 10 o’clock 
yesterday morning.

I said Ifeared it had 
been stolen. He replied thit he had re- 
ported it to Mr. Cuddy, the Chief of Po- 
lice. It was the day Elton had been ar- 
rested. I gaveitto Metzler and Harris. I 
did not know the penholder and corkscrew 
were in the honse. When they came to the 
house there were four men ina hack. The 
men got out. Metzler had a paper in his 
hand. He said he had a search warrant. They 
ransacked several drawers in Mr. Lucas’s 
desk. Then they gave me a note from Mr. 
Lucas, in which he told me where the pen- 
holder and corkscrew were, and 1 went and 
got them forthem. The note disappeared 
with them. Then they proceeded to search 
my dressing-room. Harris made uncalled: 
for remarks, He told me to examine the 
dresses, as he was not used to handling 
such. “dainty” articles. Harris picked up 
my pistol on the mantel and said, “You 
shouid take care not to shoot your little 
self.” Harris examined my trunk and 
looked through my letters. There were 
four men inside and several outside. Har- 
ris also examined a trunk of my niece. I 
protested.

Thomas Hl. Whipple, recalled: Am and 
have been the book-keeper since 1 have 
been here of Lucas’s Detective Agency. 
Mr. Elton’s name was never on our books. 

A. J. Lucas, the defendant: My name is 
A. E. Lucas. Am a private detective. My 
olfice isat 220 North Main street, near the 
corner of Main and Requena streets. The 
company is the Pacific Coast Detective 
Agency. First knew Elton at San Fran- 
cisco in 1585; employed him as office boy. 
He said he had come from London. I gave 
him 1 dollar, and told him to come around 
nextday. 1 gave him a suit of clothes. He 
was to work as office boy for 
board and clothes. Three or four 
days afterward I sent him out to 
shadow somebody and he took sick. I got 
him a place at 9155 Market street, where 
he took the typhoid fever. Removed him 
to the hospital. He ran away and had a re- 
lapse, and when he got well he came back 
to the office. He worked for me altogether 
five or six weeks. I discharged him in Feb- 
ruary, 1887. Never employed him after 
that. 1 never knocked the boy down in my 
life. LI went to San Diegoon business for 
four or five days, and on my return I met 
Bush and Elton at the house where 1 was 
lodging. 1 took a revolver, a shield.and an 
agent’s instruction book from Elton. 
slapped his face and made him sit down. 
[Witness identified the shield.} Elton 
went to Capt. Lees and had a warrant 
sworn out charging me with highway rob- 
bery. He did not appear against me at 
first, but afterward was found by the police 
and prosecuted me, but the case was dis- 
missed. I next heard of him at San Rafael. 
Received a telegram signed “George 
Moore.” Found it was Elton. Never em- 

loyed Elton after 1 discharged him. 

t was over a year till I next saw him; that 
was April 3d last. He came into my office, 
said he had just arrived, and was travelin 
for a patent trace toa harness. He looke 
at is picture’ my rogues’ 
gallery. I got that picture from his broth- 
er’s partner in London, Engiand. He had 
been convicted twice of petit larceny. He 
motiened for me to come out. When I di- 
rected a letter—I was writing—I started for 
the postoffice and met Elton in the hallway, 
where he was waiting for me. He asked 
me to take his picture out of the rogues’ 
llery; thathe had turned over a new 
eaf. I didas he requested, and ordered 
Capt. Whipple not to allow Elton in the 
office. He asked me not to point him out 
to the officers. He said he had —- 
enouch to pay his lodging, but not his 
board. I gave him an order on Mr. Rogers 
ofa Commercial-street restaurant. He re- 
turned with a ticket and said Rogers 
wanted the cash. I told him to take the 
ticket back, which he did, and returned the 
order, which l toreup. I then gave him 
anorder on Brown’s restaurant. He re- 
turned this order. as he said Brown did not 
want to charge it to the — I tore up 
this order alsc. On pril 5th Elton 
handed me two packages for safe keeping, 
he said, as stood at the foot of 
the stairs, near my office. He 
said he had not stolen them, but had brought 
them from up north. I carried the pencil, 
and took the corkscrew and button-hook. 
Had Capt. Whipple put the other things in 
the safe. Told Mr. Marsh of the city de- 
tective force about having the things in my 
possession. Showed him the pencil. He 
said he would look on the books and see if 
there were any reported lost. He said he 


found a note of a pearl hand! pencil, 
which was not this on». That everli&g after 
I went home | went into Mr. Wolf's drug 


store, near my house, and telephoned the 
Chief of Police, Mr. Cuddy, aad told him I 
had some rings and other things, naming 
them, and if any were nepesten stolen, to 
let me know. I told Mr: Whipple to mark 
the thinks “‘may be stolen,” and put them 
in the safe. Our association badges are 
made of coin silver, in the form of a shield, 
with an eye in the center, on a five-pointed 
star. We never had a star nor made badges 
in german silver. Understood there wis a 
badge being made for our agency on Cum- 
mercial street. Went down there and 
found it was so. Never employed Elton as 
a spotter on the Temple-street cars. Never 
agreed to divide any spoils with him.

He 
asked me to employ him as a detective.

YESTERDAY'S KACK BETWEEN

The black soon jumped about a 
length in the lead, which he held until the 
horses entered the stretch, when Consuelo’s 
rider let his mount out, and they came 
down, under whip and spur, Consuelo 
jumping ahead at the last minute and com- 
ing under the wire about haif a length in 
front. Col. Morford at once entered a pro- 
test on the ground that Alfredo had 
changed his whip into his left hand, 
and struck the black horse in the face, 
keeping him back. The judges secured a 
copy of the racing rules, and the case not 
being covered, they decided that Consuelo 
was the winner of the race and money. 
Time, 1:45. Betting was quite lively, about 
$2000 changing haads. lt was the general 
opinion that the race had been run fairly, 
and that it was one of the best contests ever 
seen on the track here. 

After the race the Times man made a 
tour of the stables, which are nearly all 
filled with horses for the meeting next 
week. The Palo Alto stable is the largest 
at the track, and includes Palo Alto, Man- 
zanita, Hinda Rosa, Sinal, and other fast 
ones. It is hardly probable that Manzanita 
will be entered at this meeting, as she is 
slightly lame. Arab and Stamboul are also 
looking well, and wil! do good work. There 
are but very few horses now to come, and 
none of any prominence, all the “cracks” 
being on the ground.

Summary of Arrests for July—Some 
Striking Figures. 

Police Clerk Moffett has completed his 
usual moathly summary of the work of the 
police department for July.

For _in- 
stance, while it is a well-known 


fact that never before in the history of the 
city has prostitution been carried on more 
openly and publicly than at present, and 
that soliciting is resorted to by the inmates 
of the cribs on both New High and Alameda 
streets, under the very eyes of the officers, 
but one arrest was made for this offense 
during the entire month. Seventeen arrests 
were made for prostitution, the majority of 
whom were Chinese women who were ar- 
rested on a raid, and the others were the in- 
mates of a negro dive on Alameda street, 
which was puiled about two weeks ago. 
There were no arrests for keeping houses 
of prostitution, or other disorderly or gam- 
bling houses, from which it would appear 
that there are no places of that sort in the 
city. A state of affairs which is not borne 
out by the facts as they are generally 
known. Six arrests were made for con- 
ducting a lottery, allof whom were Chinese, 
nothing being done about the Louisana lot- 
tery tickets which are being sold through 
the city. In the matter of drunks, however, 
the force made upa good average, 108 be- 
ing the number corraled within the past 
thirty days.

A MOOTED CASE. 


Coroner Meredith Believes That Miss 
Schaffer Was Drowned. 

For several days past there has been a 
controversy going on through the daily 
press in regard to the drowning of Miss 
Annie Schaffer at Long Beach several days 
ago, which has culminated in Dr. G. A. 
Wood of that place comiug out in print and 
insisting that the lady died of paralysis of 
the beart and not by drowning. Coroner J. 
M. Meredith, who held the inquest, was 
seen by a Times reporter yesterday, and, 
when asked about the matter, said that he 
remembered Dr. Wood, but that he pre- 
ferred to take the sworn evidence of the 
man who tried to save the girl to the theor 
ofadoctor. He had made a careful exami- 
nation of all the circumstances attending 
the affair,and at the time there was no 
question as to the cause of death. It was 
SO apparent that the jury kad, without the 
slightest hesitation, returned the verdict of 
accidental drowning, all the papers in the 
being on file with the County 

Jlerk, 

Mr. Meredith said he received a telegram 
from Long Beach onthe evening of the 
drowning and went down on the eveniog 
train, arriving there about 6230 o’clock. He 
set the inquest for 8 o’clock. He went 
around among the persons who saw the oc- 
currence and, as usual, inquired into the 
particulars, and no person intimated to him 
that the cause of death was anything else 
except that of accidental drowning. At8 
o’cleck be started with the inquest and the 
testimony of the witnesses was taken down 
as the law requires, and the verdict was 
rendered according to the testimony. After 
getting through Dr. Woods came to him 
and said that the verdict was wrong, and 
that the deceased did not die of drowning, 
but of heart disease, while in the water. 

Mr. Meredith said that at the time no one 
but the doctor suggested heart disease, and 
while he is not a physician, he does not 
think that people who die of beart disease 
act as Miss Schaffer did according to the 
sworn evidence of the man who attempted 
to save her life. There was no intention on 
his part tu injure Long Beach, nor did he 
believe any one else who was on the jury 
wished todo so. They were under oath, 
and he believed that they were telling the 
truth. besides this, he has never before 
been accused of anything of this kind. All 
ot his oflicial papers are on file with the 
County Clerk, and every inquest he has 
ever held has been fully repurted by the 
Los Angeles newspapers, and this is the 
first time that the correctness of any ver- 
dict has bee: questioned. 

The following is a copy of the evidence of 
Williams, the principal witness, from the 
Official papers: 

. G. Williams, sworn: I reside at Long 
Beach. I ama pantry man by occupation, 
I have known the deceased about four 
months. This afternoon about 3:301 was 
in the surf bathing, and was in abouta 
half-hour, and came out. I met the chief 
cook and the deceased going in. The de- 
ceased asked me if I was going out for 
good, and | said no; L would be back 
soon, I afterward ‘went into the water, 
and, knowing there was a strong under- 
tow, and seeing hera great distance out, I 
thought I would: go to her and warn her 
and bring her in. When 1 was about 
twenty feet away from her she cailed out: 
“Harry, come and Save me.”’ 1 got to her 
and found the water was ever my head. 
She seized hold of me around the waist with 
both arms, and I told her to leave go of me 
orwe would both drown. The breakers 
knocked us over once or twice, and on 
coming tc the surface she still had hold of 
one of wy hands, and I turned on my back 
and tried to swim ashore with her. The 
breakers were so powerful that we got 
parse. and when I again came to the sur- 

ace she was about 25 or 30 feet away from 
me, She was holding her hands out of the 
1 came ashore entirely exhausted. 
The body of the deceased was afterward re- 
covered. H. O. WILLIAMS.

WHAT ANY SMELLING COMMIT- 
TEK CAN FIND IN THE CITY. 


‘The Necessity for a Health Officer 
Who Will Take Hold with a Firm 
Grip—Sonoratown and Chinatown, 
That Smell to Heaven. 


This city is sadly in need of a health offi- 
cer who understands his businesss, is a cry 
that may be heard every hour in the day if 
one will only listen to the plaintive wail of 
a long-suffering humanity. Yesterday a 
TIMeEs reporter took a run through some of 
the neglected portions of the city, and was 
soon convinced that the people have a good 
cause for complaint. 

The condition of affairs in “Sonoratown”’ 
and that delectable section known as “Chi- 
natown” is enough to make even a Digger 
lndian sick should he remain long enough 
to get a good sniff of the vile stench that 
hangs over those districts night and day. 

The backyards and blind alleys are rotten 
with open cesspools and garbage that 
would not be tolerated by even a Texas 
hog. Dead animals and decaying vece- 
tables send up disease-breeding fumes from 
a hundred different points; and yet the offi- 
cers go on their oven way. and seem to 
think the health of Los Angeles is of no ac- 
count. But Chinatown anda Sonoratown 
have always been in that condition, and to 
propose the thorough cleansing that those 
sectious have needed fur years would be 
taken asa gigantic joke. There are other 
sections, however, that are almost as bad, 
and the city authorities might be induced to 
take some steps toward removing the 
nuisance. 
OA walk down Spring street, from Tem- 
ple to Sixth, might not open the investi- 
gator’s eyes, but just let him leave the 
sidewalk once in a while, and dive into the 
rear of some of the business places, and he 
wiil soon become convinced that Los Ange- 
les is hardly prepared to fight a good, active 
epidemic. Almost opposite the old court- 
house, on Spring street, one can find stench 
enough to make a graveyard ground-squir- 
rel sick. The stink reaches tothe iront 
doors, and if you will go back to the rear 
gg you will find that the handsome 

ealth Officer and three or iour deputies 
are badly needed. 

Then start south from the courthouse and 
you will find several places right on the 
sidewalk that will make you feel like walk- 
ing on some other street. On your line of 
march you will pass several poultry pens 
that bave not been cleaned since the year 
one. These chicken pens are located ina 
thickly populated residence portion of the 
city, and how the people in that vicinity 
manage to sleep at night isa mystery. The 
stench on a still, warm nightgis something 
terrible, and yet the Health Officer has not 
even made an effort to have the places re- 
moved. 

Main street is almost as bad, and in the 
low lands east of this street many of the 
people are compelled to keep their bedroom 
windows closed at night, or they would be 
driven out of their rooms. Along Main 
street, above Temple, there are several 
places where all of the back windows in the 
second and third*stories have to be closed 
soon after sundown, or the stench would 
drive the occupants out of their rooms. 

A gentleman who for years lived in the 
southern cities, and who has gone through 
more than one epidemic in New Orleans, 
said to a TrmgEs reporter yesterday: 

“The health of Angeles is somethin 
wonderful. When I first came here I liv 
in dread of an epidemic for months. Dur- 
ing the first summer 1 noticed the sanitary 
condition of this city and 1 expected to see 
halt of its citizens carted out to the grave- 
yards before the cooi weather set in, but 
there was very little sickness and I must 
Say | was never more surprised in my life. 

“But this thing can not go on forever. 
The time is bound to come sooner or later, 
when an epidemic will strike us, and then 
look out for a slaughter such as was never 
heard of in the South. There are thousands 
of back yards that should be visited once or 
twice a month bythe Health Officer. Even 
right bere in the business center of the 
city the stench at certain times is so great 
that the almost unfit for 
human beings to n. 

“Should cholera or yellow fever strike 
this city in its present condition, there is no 
power under the sun that could prevent an 
epidemic, and we are liable to have either 
disease with us almost any summer. ; 

“If the city authorities do not give us a 
sewage system very soon, they may have 
the death of hundreds of people laid at 
their doors.”’

The Insurance Companies Derelict 
in Their Prosecutions. 

It is very evident that the insurance com- 
panies will be compelled to send somebody 
in Los Angeles to State’s prison before the 
arson craze, which seems to have struck 
the city, is wiped out. . 

The companies have caught several per- 
sons “dead to rights” in this business, 
and yet they have not made a single 
arrest for some reason. Only a few 
months ago a fire that might have 
destroyed hundreds of thousands of 
doliars worth of property was starte din a 
prominent business house. The in surance 
companies employed detectives and worked 
up evidence that would have sent the man 
who fired the place to State’s prison, but 
for some reason nothing in a criminal way 
was done, and the ecase rests right where 
the detectives left it. 

Yesterday another ease that should be 
pushed was brought .to the surface. In 
conversation with a ‘TIMES reporter the 
Chief of the Fire Department said: “The 
fire last night, on Fifth street, should be 
investigated by the authorities. I have 
learD today that the material, furniture, 
etc., in the house at the time of the fire, 
and owned by the tennant, were insured for 
$1900 only a few sore azo. The furniture 
consisted of a few old traps worth not more 
than $20, and the so-called fixtures and mer- 
chandise consisted of a few botties of pat- 
ent medicine and empty kegs. I don’t pro- 
fess to be an expert in drugs, but I know 
that the whole thing could not bave been 


worth $200, hat the insurance agent who 
wrote the policy could have been thinkin 
about, 1 do not know. He never coul 


have taken a look at the stuff he 
was insuring, or he would not have 
allowed the man over 8200 on the whole 
thing. Now, the fire started in rather a 
mysterious manner, but the man who owned 
the stuff claims not to have been at home. 
1 have reported the case to the officers, and 
I am satisfied that something should be 
done. The insurance agent offered the 
owner of the damaged goods #60 for the re- 
turn of the ut 1 told him not to give 
him a cent. am satisfied there a 
screw loose somewhere.”

ROSS OF ZANESVILLE, O., 
THE AUTHOK OF THE SUNG. 


History of How It Was Gotten Up 
for Knthusiasts Half a Cen- 
tury Ago-—The Singing Started 
in Oolumbus. | 


LOhio State Journal | 

While Dayton is claiming the great- 
est raily of 1840, Columbus has also 
had arouser, and Zanesville has the 
very distinguished houor of producing 
the author of the greatest of cam- 
aign songs, “‘Tippecanoe and Tyler, 
oo.’ Through the kindness of a 
well-known citizen, who 1s always do- 
ing kindnesses 1n his unpublished way, 
we are enabled to copy from tielen 
Kendrick Jobnson’s “Our Familiar} 
“ongs”’ the following sketch of an im- 
sortant event and its remarkable con- 

éribution to the songs of America: 
The famous campaign song of ‘Tip- 
noe and Tyler. Too,’ was written 
y A. ©. Ross of Zanesville. In the 
Courier of June 7, 1873, in one of a 
series of articles on “The Boys of 
1825,’’ Judge Sherwood of Zanesville 
gives the following origin of the song: 
“The great Whig campaign of 1840 
began as early as February. On Feb- 
ruary 22d Columbus was filled with a 
mighty throng of people. The rain 
came down in torrents, the streets 
were one vast sheet of mud, but the 
crowd paid no heed to the elements. A 


full-rigged ship on wheels carried 
log cabins, with inmates feasting 
on corn pones and hard cider. 


Miniature forts, flags, banners, drums 
and fites, bands of mugie, live coons, 
Toosters crowing, and shouting men by 
the tens of thousands, made ascene of 
attraction, confusion and excitement 
such as has never been equaled. Stands 
were erected and orators went to work; 
itinerant speakers mounted storeboxes 
and blazed away. It was made known 
that the delegation from Cleveland, on 
their route to the city, had had the 
wheels stolen from some of their wagons 
by locofocos, and were compelied to 
continue their journey on foot. One 
of those enforced foot passengers was 
something of a poet, and wrote a song 
descriptive of ‘‘up Salt river,’’and was 
encored over and over again. On the 
spur of the moment many songs were 
written and sung; the pent-up enthu- 
siasm had found vent; but the song of 
the campaign had not yet been written. 
On the return of our delegation to 
Zanesville, a Tippecanoe club was 
formed, and a glee club organized, of 
which Ross was one. The club meet- 
ings were opened and closed by singing 
by the Glee Club. Billy McKibbon 
wrote *‘Amos Peddling Yokes,’’ to be 
sung to the tune of “Yip, fal, lal,” 
which proved very popular. He also 
composed ‘‘Hard Times’? and ‘*Mar- 
tin’s Lament.”? Those who figured in 
that day will remember the chorus: 
“Qh, dear! What will become of me? 
Ob, dear! What shall 1 do? 
lam certainly doomed to be beaten 
By tne heroes of Tinpecan«e.” 

This was well received, but seemed 
something lacking. Wild outburst of 
feeling demanded by the meetings had 
not yet been provided for. Tom Laun- 
der suggested to Ross that the tune of 
“Little Pigs’? would furnish a chorus 
just adopted for the meetings. Ross 
seized upon the suggestion, and on the 
succeeding Sunday, while he was sing- 
ing a8 a member of a church choir, his 
head was full of ‘Little Pigs” and 
efforts making a song fitting the tune 
and the circumstances. Oblivious to 
all else he bad, before the sermon was 
finished, blocked out the song of 
“Tippecanoe and Tyler, Too.” The 
line, as originally composed by kim of 

“Van, Van, you're a nice little man,” 


did not suit him, and when Saturday 
night came around, he was cudgeling 
his brain to amend it. He was absent 
from the meeting, and was sent for. 
He came and intormed the Glee Club 
that he had a new song to sing, but 
there was one line in it he did not like, 
and that bis delay was occasioned by 
the desire to correct it. ‘Let me hear 
the line,’’ said Culbertson. oss re- 
peated it to him. 

**Thunder!”’ said he, “‘make it—Van 
is a used-up man’’—and then and there 
the song was completed. 

‘The meeting in the courthouse was a 
monster. The old Seuate chamber was 
crowded full to hear McKibbon’s new 
song, ‘‘Martin’s Lament,’’ which was 
loudly applauded and encored. When 
the first speech was over Ross led 
off with ‘Tippecanoe and Tyler, Too,”’ 
having furnished each member of the 

lee club with the chorus. That was 
the song at last. Cheers, yells and en- 
cores greeted it. The next day men 
and boys were singing the chorus 
in the streets, in the workshop 
and at the table. Olcot White 
came near starting a hymn to 
the tune in the Kadical church on 
South street. What the **Marseillaise 
Hymn” was to Frenchmen ‘“Tippeca- 
noe and ‘lyler, Too,’’ was to the Whigs 
of 1840. In September Mr. Ross went 
to New York to purchase goods. He 
attended a meeting in Lafayette Hall. 
Prentiss of Mississippi, Tamladge of 
New York and Otis of Massachusetts 
were to speak. Ross found the ball 
full of enthusiastic people -and was 
compelled to stand near the entrance. 
The speakers had not arrived, and 
several songs were sung to keep 
the crowd together. The stock of 
songs was soon exhausted, and the 
chairman, Charlie Delavan, arose and 
requested me one present who could 
sing to come forward and do so. Ross 
said, “If . could get on the stand I 
would sing a song,’’ and hardly had the 
words out before he found himself 
»assing over the heads of the crowd to 
se landed on the platform. Questions 

f “Who are you?” “What’s your 
ame?’’ came from every hand “I 
am a Buckeye trom the Buckeye 
State,” was the answer. ‘Three 
cheers for the Buckeye  State!’’ 
cried out the President, and they 
were given with a will. Ross re- 
quested the meeting to keep quiet till 
he had sung three or four verses, and it 

d. But the enthusiasm swelled up to 
an uncontrollable pitch, and at last the 
whole meeting joined in the chorus 
with a vim anda vigor indescribable. 
The song was encored and sung again 
and again, but the same verses were 
not repeated, as he had many in mind 
and could make them to suit the occa- 
sion. While he was singing in response 
to the third encore, the speakers, Otis 
and Talmadge arrived, and Ross im- 
provised 


“We'll now stop singing for Talmadge is here, 
here, here, | 
Tell bave mS oh from each of th 
For Ti ppacane >and Tyler, too" 
fe took his seat amid thundering ap- 
pense and three times three for the 
uckeye State, Afterthe meeting was 
over the crowds in the streets, in the 


saloons, everywhere, were singin 
“Tippecanoe and “Tyler, Too.’ 
It traversed tbe Union, and was 


the most popular song of that 
song-singing campaign. The author- 
ship been given to the 
late John Grenier, and [ haye myself 
aided in assigning him t credit 
ot it, thus doing great injustice to Mr.

Baseless Rumors. 


The Herald yesterday devoted a 
large portion of its valuable editorial 
Space to the criticism of a groundless 
rumor, disseminated by a few irre- 
sponsible chatterboxes, to the effect 
that, if Harrison be elected President, 
Blaine is to be Secretary of State; Mor- 
ris M. Estee a cabinet officer; John F. 
Swift Minister to China, and so forth. 
The chief source of these more than 
doubtful reports seems to be Creed 
Haymond, the Southern Pacific attor- 
ney, who does not appear to be content 
with the exhibition which he made of 
himself at Chicago, some of his remarks 
at which place are only explicable— 
not excusable—on the ground that he 
was inebriated when he uttered them. 
Michael H. de Young, whose opposition 
tothe Southern Pacific Company bas 
apparently reached an untimely end, 
and who ran a good second to Haymond 
at Chicago in the race for the Indiscre- 
tion stakes, has also been making him- 
self exceedingly numerous of late, and 
has succeeded in attaching to himself a 
number of more less tangible rumors 
regarding the official glories which are 
shortly to be his. 

Now, wedo not for a moment be- 
lieve—no sensible grown man, either 
Republican or Democrat, believes— 
that Gen. Harrison has been so very 
indiscreet as toexpress his choice for 
various positions in case of his election, 
even if, which is not probable, he has 
already madeany choice. It is by no 
means to be taken for granted that his 
choice would fall upon Mr. Blaine for 
Secretary ot State, because Gen. Har- 
rison possesses more than ordinary 
political sagacity, and he would cer- 
tainly not display it in appointing Mr. 
Blaine to the most responsible position 
in his Cabinet. He would rather seek 
to utilize the excellent chance which 
he would have to weld into one har- 
monious whole the various elements of 
the Republican party, in the line of 
which union Mr. Blaine has hitherto 
been the most serious obstacle. The 
record which that statesman made dur- 
ing his short period of office under Gar- 
field, asa mysterious power of un- 
known composition—a veritable politi- 
cal Keely motor, liable to go off at the 
wrong time and in the wrong manner 
—was not such as to cause patriotic 
Americans to yearn for a repetition of 
the appointment, and such appoint- 
ment would undoubtedly and justly be 
resented by the large class of Republi- 
cans who are not Blaine worshipers, as 
an attempt to foistthe man of Maine 
upon the country in an underhand 
manner, after he had been fairly 
beaten for the nomination. 

All this discussion is, however, un- 
called for and unnecessary. Itis sim- 
ply a continuance by the “Blaine or 
Bist” crowd of the tactics which 
rendered them unenviably notorious at 
Chicago. Neither Mr. Haymond nor 
Mr. de Young represent the Republi- 
can partyon the Pacific Coast any 
more than does the average good Re- 
publican citizen, and not so much as 
many a plain citizen who is not pos- 
sessed of an or gan or a fat corporation 
“sit.” Their vaporings are not only 
ill-founded, but indiscreet and excel- 
lently well calculated to injure the 
party whose interests they profess to 
foster, and to play into the hands of 
the enemy. It is altogethertoosoon to 
begi n to think about who is to fill the 
offices. Let us get the offices first. 
The battle must first be fought and the 
victory won. After that the party will 
take care of the survivors, whether 
wounded or well. If the Southern 
Pacific wants to see Harris on elected 
they had be tter give Haymond a com- 
mission in Europe that will occupy 
him until after the election, as he 
seems determined to emulate the part 
played four years ago by the Rev. 
Burchard. 


The Prohibition Vote. 


We have charged, and again repeat 
the charge, that the Prohibitionists are 
in league with the Democrats for the 
defeat of the Republican candidates 
and cause. Proof of this assertion is 
abundant; it crops up on all sides; the 
evidence increases as the campaign 
progresses. A Washington special to 
the Indianapolis Journal describes how 
the Democrats hope to increase the 
Prohibition vote in Indiana at the No- 
vember election, and thereby overthrow 
the Republicans, thus making Indiataa 
Democratic State, and possibly, by this 
one agency, turning the scale in favor 
of Cleveland. Here is the dispatch: 


WASHINGTON, July 19.—A_ southern 
member of Congress who is in frequent 
consultation with President Cleveland and 
Secretary Whitney on the plans and issues 
of the approaching campaign said today 
that the Prohibition vote in Indiana at the 
approaching election would be twice as large 
as it was at the last election, and that, there- 
fore, it would be at least 18,000 or 20,000, 
With this clew, 1 set about to ascertain if 
the Derocrats intended to. take any open 
part inthe management of the Prohibition 
campaign, and I have unmistakable proot 
that at least one-third of the money the 
Democrats intend to send into Indiana for 
campaign purposes will be used to push the 
candidacy of the ‘Prohbibitionists. 


Senator Gorman said to a friend the other 
day that ifthe Prohibition vote in Indiana 


could be increased this year in the ratio it 
was increased at the last election over that 
of the preceding election, the success in the 
State of the Democratic ticket was assured, 
and that more depended upon the Prohibition 
vote for Democratic success than any other 
element of thecampaign. It will be re 
freshing, also, for the Prohibitionists in 
other States to know that Democratic money 
is to be given in support of the temperance 
ticket in Connecticut and New Aye f A 
Democratic Senator prodded a Republican 


colleague this afternoon on this point by 


saying: 

‘You Republicans can never break the 
affectiveness of the Probibition vote for the 
Democrats, because nine-tenths of the Pro- 
hibitionists are really Republicans, and if 
you attempt to despoil these Republicans of 
their Prohibition friends you will insult 
them and they will go overto the Democ- 
racy. We can organize the Prohibition 
party in any State, and buy lLepublican 
votes for it, and you cannot tell where we 
are working, or how we are doing our work. 
The Prohibitionists themselves do not know 
that theis party is being largely supported 
by Democratic money. We send Democrats 
into their ranks and they become Prohibi- 
tionists and active participants in the party 
and through them we contribute to the f und 
which maintains the Prohibition organiza- 
tion. Weare sure to get 15,000 Prehibition 
votes in Indiana in November, and at léast 
12,000 of thein will come froin the Republi- 
can ranks,” 


Ilere we have a candid confession of 
the Democratic “plan of campaign.” 
The candor exhibited by this Demo- 
cratic Senator borders on indiscretion, 
and. is in striking contrast to the shuf- 
fling and prevarication of the Prohi- 
bition leaders, who, when taxed with 
the unholy alliance, undertake to deny 
the truth. But the plain speaking in- 
dulged in by the Senator has uncon- 
sciously served a useful purpose: it 
bas confirmed what wus only partially 
known and partially believed before by 
many Republicans, viz: the fact of a 
close alliance between the Prohibition- 
ists and that ancient and consistent 
foe of temperance, the Democracy. 
This alliance can no longer be doubted; 
itis a starting truth that ought to serve 
to open wide the eyes of that large 
class of right-thinking and well-mean- 
ing temperance men who are not po- 
litical managers, and who object to be- 
ing decoyed by false leaders into the 
camp and betrayed into the hands of 
that common enemy that was always 
the foe and never the friend of tem- 
perance. 


The Power Behind the Throne. 


The argument is frequently heard 
that the Democratic party does not 
really want free trade, because, say the 
arguers, what possible interest could 
the party have in endeavoring to intre- 
duce so un-American a system, and 
who would benefit by it? The manu- 
facturer is as dead against it as the la- 
borers, and the farmers are strongly op- 
posed to it. 

We showed, a few days ago, that in 
attempting to introduce free trade, the 
Democracy was simply carrying outa 
part of the programme of the Confed- 
eracy, the constitution of which pro- 
vided that the Confederate States 
should not impose any import duties on 
foreign goods. Next to slavery, free 
trade was the chief object which the 
South sought to attain in the war. Its 
leaders were beaten, but were they all 
converted? Scarcely! What they then 
sought to take by force, they are now 
trying to acquire by peaceful means— 
if the aid of a ballot from which the’ 
negroes are kept by force may rightly 
be considered as a peaceful means. In 
his speeches, in his message, in his let- 
ters—in his every official action, Cleve- 
land, the burly New York Democrat, 
is simply a convenient mouthpiece for 
the ever-active and wily leaders of the 
solid South, who well realize that the 
time is not yet ripe for a southerner in 
propria persona to dictate ante belium 
southern sentiment to these United 
States. 

But what is their object, may be 
asked. The “Chivalry” wing of the 
Democracy is distinguished by a lust of 
political power and a hatred of manual 
industry. They once formed a govern- 
ment on the basis of human slavery 
and waged a bloody and protracted 
war to establish it. They failed; but, 
true to theirinstincts, they now desire 
to lay permanent hold on political 
power and accomplish the degradation 
of manual industry to a class of ser- 
vants. Free trade would soon produce 
here the same effects that it has in 
England—a class of wealthy land- 
owners and poverty-stricken laborers. 
This would suit the southern ‘‘chivs,”’ 
who form the ieading class of the solid 
South and are the motive power of the 
Democratic “Car of Juggernaut.” 
There would be a class of country 
gentry, living in semi-feudal state, and 
a class of peasants, who would, in time, 
learn to respectfully deff the hat when 
the rich landowner passed by—a class of 
wealthy manufacturers and poverty- 
stricken laborers, no longer ‘‘souls,’’ 
but “hands,’”’ as in England. This 
would really, for the southern ‘‘chivs,” 
be preferable to slavery, because, while 
giving all the advantages derived 
from that system, it would obviate the 
necessity of caring for the human cattle 
in sickness or of buying fresh ones 
when they died of over-work. This 
is what the leaders of the solid South 
are driving at—a revised system of 
white slavery, founded on free trade. 
England sympathizes with them, as she 
always did with the Confederacy, and 
Cleveland, the impenetrable and phleg- 
matic.makes an excellent mask,through 
which their desires may be trans- 
mitted to American voters in such 
shape as may not arouse their suspic- 
ions. As the Egyptian priests pro- 
claimed their edicts to their deluded 
followers from a cavity within the 
Sphinx, so does the solid South speak 
through Cleveland, and ‘“‘still the won- 
der grows” among the people as to 
where this human mountain gets all 
his ideas, bad as most of them are, 

A vote for Cleveland is a vote for the 
solid South, for Great Britain and the 
degradation of American labor. There 
is but one solid South, and Cleveland 
is its prophet!

IN OPEN BOATS. 


Terrible Experience of a Ship- 
wrecked Orew. 
SAN Francisco, Aug. 2,—[ By the Asso- 
ciated Press.}] Among the passengers on 
the barkentine City of Papeete, which ar- 
rived today from Tahiti, were the Captain 
and crew of the schconer Don Leon, which 
foundered May 6th off Magdalena Islands. 


‘They report that at Tahiti the schooner was 
leaking badly, but was calked there, and 
they sailed for the Gambier Islands. She 
left Gambier April 22d, and on the 30th the 
vessel began to leak. The men were put 
to the pumps, but it was found impossible 
to keep her free, and the leak increased. 
The schooner was put about in the hope of 
returning to (iambier before she went down. 
The men worked at the pumps until May 
6th, when they became choked, and the 


water poured into the vessel, and it 
was evident that she must go 
down.

“Blinkey” Morgan Hanged at 


Columbus, 0. 


The Execution Takes Place at 1 
O’clock This Morning. 


A Bungling Job—Horrible Sceng on 
the Seaffold, 


Other Eastern News—The Pacing Record Broken— 


Firenzi Beats the Bard—Sterms Cause 
Havoc—Several Victims of Lightning— 
Base-ball Piayers Fined, 


By Telegraph to The Times. 

Cotumsvus (V.), Aug. 3.—Morning.--| By 
the Associated Press.| Charles, alias 
“Blinkey,”’ Morgan, the principal figure in 
the Ravenna rescue and murder of Detect- 
ive Hulligan of Cleveland, was executed in 
the Ohio penitentiary this (Friday) morn- 
ing. The history of the crime is briefly as 
follows: 

On January 29, 1887, a fur dealer’s store 
in Cleveland was robbed of a quantity of 
furs, which the burglars took to Pittsburgh. 
Capt. Hoehn of the police force followed, 
and in a few days arrested Harry, alias 
“Kid,” MceMunn for complicity in the rob- 
bery. Detective Hulligan of Cléveland 
went to Pittsburgh to aid in bringing home 
the prisoner, and they took the night train on 
the Cleveland and Pittsburgh road for home, 
Hulligan was handcuffed to McMunn and 
Capt. Hoehn sat in the aisle watching. 
At Alliance, where the Ft. Wayne road 
crosses, three men got on the same car, and 
just before Ravenna was reached they, with 
@ man who had sat behind Hoehn since the 
train left Pittsburgh, made a concerted at- 
tack on the oflicers. Hoehn was covered 
with two revolvers, while one of the men, 
always believed to be Morgan, beat Huili- 
gan over the head with a coupling-pin, 
wrapped in paper. Hoehn jumped up and 
endeavored to aid his subordinate, but was 
beaten down. 

. SHOT AND LEFT FOR DEAD. 

The murderers then undid McMunn’s 
handcuffs and all escaped, le iving Hulligan 
and Hoehn stretched in their blood on the 
floor. Hulligan died a few days later, and 
Hoehn was laid up for several months, 
After a long search McMuun, Morgan, 
John Caughlin and John Robinson were 
beard of at Alpena, Mich., where they com- 
mitted a burglary, and had been recognized. 


McMunn got away, but a Sheriff’s posse 
cornered the others and a fight ensued. The 
thiee were captured and brought to Ra- 


venna for trial, but in the fight the Sheriff 


of Alpina received a wound from which he 
died a month later. The story of the trial 
of Morgan and his pals needs no repetitiun. 

The prisoner spent a quiet day, refusing 
to see visitors except those with whom he 
had been intimate, and who had taken an 
interest in the efforts for a commutation of 
sentence. To ali with whom he taiked he 

rotested his innocence of the crime. He 
nterested himse'i part of the time in 
writing autograp':s and preparing souvenirs 
to send to friends. 

SINGULAR SOUVENIRS. 

These cousisted of buckeyes, on which 
were painted the names “Cleveland and 
Thurman—1888,”’ and in the center a neatly- 
painted bandana handkerchief. They were 
made by one of the prisoners, and are 
strung on blue ribbons. 

Yesterday Morgan gave an order turning 
over his body to Dr. Clemmer, physician of 
the prison, with a request that it be used 
for the benefit of science, and afterward 
cremated, though he did not want it used in 
ony way which would cause uotoriety. 
After giving the order, however, he received 
a letter from Nellie Lowery of Cleveland, 
who is reputed to have been his mistress, 
asking that his body be sent to her. Mor- 
gan changed his mind after reading the 
etter,and asked the physician to relin- 
quish his claim, which was done. A pos 
mortem, however, will be held this morn-

There has been wonderful curiosity to 
see the prisoner. The warden this evening 
had received more than 500 applioctions to 
witness the execution. Nearly all had to 
be refused, as the officials tried to keep the 
number to the limit of about 25. 

HIS LAST LETTER. 

Morgan left a letter for the warden, in 
which he thanked the officers of the peni- 
tentiary for their uniform kindness and re- 
iterated most pieusly his entire innocence 
of complicity in either the fur robbery or 
the murder of Hulligan. He tells of the 
alibi he expected to prove if he secured a 
second trial, and poiuts out what he calls 
inconsistencies in much of the testimony 
that convicted him. He concluded: 

“I write this statement to obviate the 
necessity of making any remarks from the 
scaffold, and also to keep reporters for the 
press from butchering it up to suit their 
own ideas what 1 am desirous of saying to 
the public. You wili understand from the 
foregoing that I shall make no verbal state- 
ment from the scaffold and have nothing 
more to say save what I have written.”

New York, Aug. 2.—[By the Associated 
Press.| ‘lhe international fight between 
Frank Murphy of England and Jack Hay- 
lin of Boston, tor $1000 a side and the light- 
weight championship, came off this morn- 
ing at Verplanck’s Point, onthe Huason, 
and ended inadraw.

Lightning and Rain Make Havoc in 
innesota. 

MINNEAPOLIS (Minn.), Aug. 2.—[By the 
Associated Press.] Specials from St. Cloud 
and Sauk Rapids, Minn., state a most ter- 
rific thunder-storm occurred last night and 
torrerts of rain fell from 10 p.m. until 4 
this afternoon.

The Parnell Inquiry Before 
the Commons. 


The London “Times” Charged with a 
Breach of Privilege. - 


Blaine Gives the Irish a Little Part- 
ing Taffy.

Lonpon, Aug. 2.—[By Cable and Asso- 
ciated Press.} In the Commons tonight 
Mr. Labouchere called the attention of the 
House to a breach of privilege of which the 


‘Times was guilty, in charging the Parnell- 


ites with trying to drown the commission 
with a flood of blackguardism unparalleled 
in the history of Parliament. 

Mr. Goschen concurred ip the charge that 
a breach of privilege had been committed 
by the ‘Times, but moved to proceed to the 
business of the day. This was agreed to. 
He next moved that the Chairman shail 
have the power, at 1 o’clock in the morning, 
to put the remaining clauses. 

Mr. Reed appealed to the Government to 
respect the right of the minority to obtain a 
full discussion of the obnoxious clauses.

Justin McCarthy moved an amendment 
extending the inquiry to circumstances un- 
der which the charges were originally made 
and published by the Times. Rejected. 

Labouchere moved that the letters be 
inquired into and reported upon before 
other matters. He did not think any mem- 
ber of the Government was so vile and base

The Lancaster Gazette Sits Down on 
the Heralid. 

The Lancaster Gazette of August 
2d, just at hand, devotes a column-and- 
a-haif article to the Herald’s late sen- 
sation on “The Bandit Chief of Ante- 
lope Valley,” and after quoting the 
dime-novel headlines, says: 

“There is scarcely a word of truth in 
the above. He(Fray) did not defy a 
village; be did not enter a town; he did 
not shoot a citizen. But he did gointo 
a mountainous district, in silence and 
after night, and set fire to Mr. Crane’s 
house and barn.” 

The Gazette quotes the Herald as 
follows: 

‘‘A crowd of angry citizens gathered 
and attempted to drive Fray off, but 
he stood his ground and held the men 
at bay, at the point of a revolver, until 
the house burned down. Once a rush 
was made for the desperado, but when 
a bullet laid Pete Flynn low his com- 
panions retired.” 

The comment of the Gazette on 
this is:. 

“There # not one word of truth in 
the above quotation. The only person 
who was near during the burning was 
Pete Flynn, who was returning home 
from his excursion to the mountains. 
When Fiynun passed along the barn 
was nearly consumed and the house 
was under good headway. He saw no 
one about the premises whatever, and, 
as the scene was not a pleasant one by 
any means to look upon by one who 
was alone, he used his double-barreled 
shotgun asa whip, and laid iton his 
horses unmercifully, and was soon out 
of sight of the burning — Pete 
still lives and enjoys the st of 
health.’’ 

Describing the arrest et Fray, the 
Gazette says: 

“The constable and the driver of the 
seam were the only parties who went 
in search of Fray. Magee’s own words 
to the writer were that they first came 
up wi@ Fray on Smith’s ranch. ‘He 
was on a baystack stacking hay. I told 
him I had a warrant for him, and said 
I would have to take him to Newhall. 
Fray replied, *‘all right; I will go as 
soon as I top the stack off.”” He threw 
his dirk down and said, *“‘now, lam un- 
armed.”’ 

Magee says he had a revolver in his 
pants, and he thought the easiest way 
was the best and safest. 

When they finished the stack, Fray 
came down and went to Smith’s house 
and asked that the boys be given some- 
thing toeat. Hethen said he wanted 
to get a piece of canvas, stepped out of 
the house and made way for liberty. 
He would only have to go a very short 
distance unt! he would be out of sight 
of his pursuers. Magee tried to find 
him, but all in vain. 

The Gazette concludes as follows: 

“The Herald reporter came to Lan- 
caster and was told that he had let his 
imagination run too high in the report 
he had thus far given. Instead of 
making an explanatian concerning his 
report of the affair, he.goes on ex- 
aggerating and falsifying. 

“There is scarcely a doubt in the 
minds of any of our people but what 
Fray is the guilty party, and ought to 
suffer the full penalty of the law. 
Neither is there any censure agaiust 
Magee regarding his actions in this 
case. Perhaps he bas conducted this 
search in the best ssible manner. 
Many will stand back and say what 
they would have done if they had been 
in charge, but they do not know what 
they would have done. 

‘*We think it to be our duty to refute 
this sensational story, which has been 
given to the public through the columns 
of the Herald and Examiner, for such 
reports hold us up as a set of barbar- 
ians, cut-throats, murderers and rob- 
bers. We spent seven years on the 
western border of Kansas, and have 
lived in other new countries, but we 
have never lived in a country, either 
new or old, where the peopie, taking 
them as a whole, were more intelligent, 
more honorable, more moral, more 
social and more religious than the 
— of Antelope Valley. We do not 

lieve that this valley is infested with 
any such band of desperadoes as the 
Herald ana Examiner would have you 
believe. We have been here almost a 
year and this is the first crime of any 
moment that has been perpetrated in 
Antelope Valley during that time. 

‘‘Every community bas its black 
sheep, and we are glad to say that we 
have no more than our proportionate 
number. Frank Fray, the man sus- 


~——pected of the villainous act, went to} 


Angeles and gave himself up and 
is now in jail awaiting his trial. There 
can scarcely be a doubt but what he is 
guilty of arson, and, if he is, we ho 
to see him serve a good long term in 
the State Prison. 

**Mr. Crane is one of our leading cattle 
men and a man who is interested in 
the prosperity of our valley. He has 
done much to induce settlers to locate 
among us. What we have said has 
been said in order to counteract the 
false impressions likely to emanate 
from the exaggerated reports of the 
Herald and Examiner.”
